The  Library  Programs  Service  (LPS)  is  pleased  to  announce  the 
appointment  of  three  new  supervisors  in  the  Micrographics 
Section,  effective  July  5,  1988.  The  new  Chief,  Micrographics 
Section,  is  Mr.  Reginald  L.  Peebles.  Mr.  Peebles,  a  native 
Washingtonian ,  came  to  GPO  from  the  private  sector  in  1978. 
While  working  as  a  Quality  Inspection  Specialist,  he  gained  a 
wealth  of  knowledge  concerning  microfiche  quality  and  production 
requirements.  He  is  rapidly  being  briefed  on  depository 
libraries'  requirements  for  both  high  quality  microfiche  and 
timely  delivery  of  an  acceptable  product. 

Ms.  Valerie  Berryman  has  been  selected  to  fill  the  newly  created 
position  of  Supervisor,  Copy  Preparation  Unit.  An  LPS  staff 
member  for  over  seven  years,  Ms.  Berryman  has  performed  a  variety 
of  tasks,  including  typing  the  camera  copy  for  the  microfiche 
headers  and  preparing  print  orders  in  the  Micrographics  Section. 
In  her  new  position,  she  will  be  overseeing  the  preparation  and 
pick-up  of  print  orders  for  the  multiple  fiche  contractors. 

Mr.  John  M.  Walters,  chosen  for  the  newly  created  position  of 
Supervisor,  Microfiche  Shipment  Preparation  Unit,  has  been  part 
of  LPS  for  more  than  14  years,  six  of  them  in  the  Micrographics 
Section  as  a  Quality  Assurance  Technician.  His  new  duties  will 
include  training  new  inspection  technicians,  overseeing  the 
receipt  and  preparation  of  microfiche  for  shipments,  and 
processing  claims. 

These  supervisors  bring  considerable  experience  with  the  "nitty 
gritty"  of  microfiche  production  that  will  be  of  great  value 
particularly  in  these  trying  times  of  microfiche  backlogs  and 
defaulted  contracts. 
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STATUS  OF  THE  MICROFICHE  CONTRACTS 

The  August  28,  1987  default  of  GPO's  primary  depository  micro- 
fiche contractor  has  had  a  deep,  adverse  impact  upon  LPS 
operations  and  services.  The  Micrographics  Section  has  been 
working  with  the  Quality  Systems  Division  and  the  Term 
Contracts  Division  to  develop  contracts  with  tighter 
specifications  and  shorter  turnaround  times  to  avoid  another 
disastrous  situation  in  1988.  However,       the     Invitation  for 

Bid,  pre-award  investigation  of  prospective  contractors, 
and  the  certification  process  has  taken  longer  than  anyone 
imagined  it  would. 

As  of  July  6,  1988,  two  contracts  are  in  place,  one  for  the 
Monthly  Catalog  and  one  for  the  Miscellaneous  Publications.  The 
post-award  conference  on  the  Code  of  Federal  Regulations 
contract  is     scheduled  for  July     8.       Print     orders     will  be 

shipped  out  the  following  week.  Four  other  contracts  are  in 
various  stages  of  pre-award  investigation  and  quality-assurance 
inspection  of  the  test  products. 

The  depository  community  has  been  extraordinarily  patient  during 
this  period.  If  all  goes  well,  the  volume  of  microfiche  shipped 
to  depositories  ought  to  rise  from  a  slow  pace  in  August  to  a 
steady,   higher  volume  by  October  1. 

GPO's  Printing  Procurement  Department  has  provided  the  Library 
Programs  Service  with  a  list  showing  the  status  of  the  multiple 
microfiche  contracts  as  of  July  6,  1988.  The  list  appears  on  the 
next  page .
